‘During the four weeks of active 
military operations the total losses of

been in excess of 500,000.

der, with probably as many more lost

border:

Austria. 100,000. 
‘‘The Germans have lost 
at least 
10,000 in East Prussia, 40.000 in Bel­ 
gium and at a low estimate 100,000 
IP the frontal attacks on th e F rench 
m d British over a front of 250 miles. 
“The French losses m ay be esti­ 
mated at 100,000. The British expedi­ 
tionary force reports a loss of 6,000. 
-\ntwerp recently 
stated 
that 
the 
Belgian losses have been 60.000. Ser- 
via puts its loss at 30,000. The Rns- 
sipn loss against Germany and Aus­ 
tria can not be much lass than 75,- 
000. 
“These items aggregate 525.000, or 
more than 125,000 a week. Yet the 
aim ies are not yet at full grips with 
one another. 
Those who predict 
that 
the war 
V ill last eighteen 
months 
or two 
years should consider these figures. 
Tn eighteen rnonths at this rate 9,- 
000,000 would be

de combat. 
Manifestly, unless there 
is 
a great 
slowing lip, the war m ust burn itself 
out long before eighteen m onths are 
passed. 
Struggling

Great Britain on one 
frontier and 
against Russia on the other, German 
losses in the immediate future are 
not likely to be less than ItFO.OOO a

many months. Yet her military nec^ 
essities demand 
aggressive 
tactics. 
H er capable 
generals

“ It stimulates recruiting in 
Great 
Britain for Kitchener and Roberts to 
tr;lk of a long war, but it is difficult 
tc see how' th e w ar will be able to 
keep ablaze through the winter.**

Washington, Sept. 4.—Turkey has 
declined to grant the request of tin 
I nited States for permission to send 
the cruiser North Carolina through i 
tile Dardanelles to Constantinople to J 
deliver $150,000

here for the relief of Americans in 
the Ottoman empire. 
The grand vizier has informed the 
American government that the waters 
ol the Dardanelles have been mined 
and that it would be unsafe for a ves­ 
sel as large as the North Carolina to 
go through the straits. 
lie declared also that it might es­ 
tablish a precedent for the passage 
of other foreign warships and sug­ 
gested that the American naval yacht 
Scorpion, on duty constantly in Turk­ 
ish waters, along with other light 
vessels that serve foreign missions, 
be sent to sea to meet the North (’ar­ 
dilla. 
This was the substance of a long 
cablegram 
received 
at 
the 
White 
House and state department yester­ 
day from Ambassador Morganton, the 
first message from bim in several 
days. 
He made no mention of any 
declaration of war, but referred to 
the diplomatic situation 
as 
highly 
critical. 
In view of the delicate situation, 
the American ambassador suggested 
that the plan of sending the Scorpion 
to meet the North Carolina outside 
the straits be adopted. 
The incident was discussed at tile 
navy and state departments yeserdav 
and the North Carolina, now at Fal­ 
mouth. England, will start today for 
the 
Mediterranean. 
She 
nrobablv 
will touch at Italian ports and take 
aboard Assistant Secretary Breckin­ 
ridge, reaching the Dardanelles in a 
week or ten days. 
By the time of her arrival, officials 
expect Turkey will 
have 
declared 
war on either Russia or Great Britain 
In that event they deem it more pro­ 
dent to keep the cruiser away from 
the scene of possible naval conflicts 
The United States never bas rec­ 
ognized the right of Turkey to close 
the straits to foreign warships in time 
of peace, although European powers 
have agreed to it. The American gov 
eminent has merely recognized the 
custom of excluding foreign warships 
as a “usage.” 
Secretary of State Fish, in 1873, 
wrote iii this connection to the Turk­ 
ish government: 
“The abstract right 
of tile Turkish government 
to 
ob­ 
struct the navigation of the Darda 
nelles even to vessels of war in times 
of peace is a serious question. 
The 
right, however, has for a long ti nit 
been claimed and been sanctioned by 
treaties between Turkey and certain 
European states. 
A proper creasier. 
may arise for us to dispute the appli­ 
cability of the claim to the United 
States men-of-war. 
Meanwhile, it is 
deemed expedient to acquiesce- in the 
exclusion.” 
The Turkish situation was discuss 
ed yesterday by Count von Bernstorft 
the German ambassador, and A. Rus- 
tom Bey, the Turkish ambassador, 
and also occupied the attention of 
the British and French ambassadors. 
The Turkish officials are of the opin­ 
ion that the first declaration of war 
probably would be against Russia and 
that Turkey’s delay in announcing 
her intentions was due to her desire 
to complete military preparations. 
The Turkish ambassador said the 
Turkish mobilization 
had 
been 
in 
progress for nearly 
a 
month. 
He 
believed that between 500,000 and I, 
000,000 men had been enrolled. 
He 
reiterated that the mobilization was 
not aimed at Greece or Bulgaria. 
Diplomats generally believe Greece 
will immediaely align herself with 
the allies against Turkey if the lat 
tor declares war. 
The expectations 
also are growing that Italy is pre­ 
paring to side with the allies. 
If she 
intended to stand by Germany and 
Austria, 
they 
believe, notification 
already would have been sent to Ital­ 
ian ships to stay in neutral ports and 
avoid British war vessels.

GOOD FEED FOR LAMBS PAYS 


Change From Grass to Alfalfa, Corn 
Barley, Ensilage, Etc., Must Be 
Made Gradually. 


A small percentage of loss in lambs 
In the feed lot is to be expected, but 
this 
loss 
in 
gome 
instances 
is 
fat 
greater 
than 
it 
should 
be. 
When 
range lambs are placed on a fattening 
ration the change of feed is so sudden 
that dletic disturbances cause a gen 
era! disorder and several dead sheep 
are found iii the pens each morning. 
This invariably leads to the suspicion 
that they are dying of some infectious 
disease. 
In some cases the ration is not well 
balanced to secure the best gains and 
the conditions of care and handling 
might bo better, but these things will 
account for only a nominal loss. 
The change from grass to alfalfa 
corn, barley, molasses and straw, en 
silage, etc;., must be made gradually 
and herein lies the secret of the heavy 
losses of lambs in the feed lots in the 
early 
fall. 
The 
desire 
to 
get 
the 
lambs on a fattening ration as early 
as possible and failing to appreciatf 
the danger of too heavy feeding and 
change of ration has helped to make 
lamb feeding an unprofitable business 
in some instances. 
A sudden change 
of feed or overfeeding must be guard 
ed against in the domestic anim als; 
especially is this true with the horse 
and sheep.

In many sections, especially through­ 
out the western states, poplars and 
cottonwoods are the first shade trees 
planted. 
Their beauty, quick growth 
and heavy foliage make them very use­ 
ful trees in a new settlement. 
Later 
on they are usually replaced by trees 
of slower growth, which are stronger 
and more enduring. 
In come states the favorite shade 
trees seem now to be the cork elm 
and the American elm. 
The poplars 
are objectionable in many ways. They 
are only too often infested with root 
borers, bark borers, borers in the 
trunk, or even the small twigs. 
Tile elms, on the contrary, are usu­ 
ally remarkably tree from insect pests 
of all kinds; but during the last few 
years the large trunk boring caterpil­ 
lar cf the cottonwood has spread to 
the elms and for some time has bien 
doing an increasing amount of dam­ 
age to these beautiful young trees. 
This dangerous caterpillar is called 
the carpenter worm; a good name, for 
it would be hard to do smoother work 
w ith gouge and auger than it does with 
its strong, horny jaws. 
it is a native 
of this country, and is common in 
many trees and bushes, from which it 
spreads to the elms and cultivated 
w Blows. 
Usually the first sign of its pres­ 
ence in an elm is a moist, discolored 
spot 
around some crack or s'-ar iii 
the bark. A careful examination slows 
bite of damp, black sawdust sticking 
out from the crack, 
loiter on Chese 
signs grow plainer. 
In a year o h two 
the dried bark falls away, leaving a 
ragged hollow iii the trunk, more or 
less filled with bits of dead and partly 
rotten wood. 
An injury by these de­ 
structive worms should receive prompt 
and effective attention. 
Chisel away 
all dead and rotten wood, and thor­ 
oughly remove all droppings and de­ 
bris from the holes made by the car­ 
penter wo!rn. 
After a few days visit 
the tree and notice which burrows con­ 
tain moist masses of fresh droppings. 
With an umbrella rib or a sharp, 
heavy iron wire prod vigorously in 
all these holes, so as to kill as many 
worms as possible. 
Remove all de­ 
bris, and a week later repeat the same 
vigorous prodding.

Do this very 
rapidly, and at once cover the entire 
Injured hollow with a wet, sticky clay. 
The fumes should penetrate every bur­ 
row- and kill the remaining caterpillars 
without injuring the tree. Remove the 
mud tile next day, wait a day or two 
for fresh droppings; if these do not 
appear cover all the injured surface 
thickly with grafting wax, then sew 
a double band of burlap neatly around 
the trunk and over the wounded area. 
This process Is very simple and very 
effective.

Good butter in attractive packages 
can usually be profitably marketed. 
The packages now’ in use among farm­ 
ers packing butter are crocks, paper 
boxes, 
parchment 
papers, 
cartons, 
dishes, buckets and pans. The use of 
6ome of these packages make attract­ 
iveness and convenience impossible. 
The most desirable and attractive 
forms of packages are the three, five 
and ten-pound crocks, and one or two 
pound prints wrapped in parchment 
paper.
